When asked how the transformation 
had been accomplished Principal Wel- 
lesley Fraser remarked: 

“It is foolish to foree or hurry con> 
solidation, talk reason, educate on tHe 
advantages of an efficient education 
and wait for public opinion to solidify 
in favor of a consolidated school, for 
the people are bound to see in the 
end, 10ugh it took four years to 
organize and accomplish the erection 
and operation of the Consort Consol- 
idated school, once the vote was car- 
ried the people were unanimous and 
when notices were filed for the $20,000 
debentures no one objected. This 
goes to show the attitude of the com- 
munit® towards consolidation, especl- 
ally when they have time to @ive it 
consideration and a try-out.” 

To Chairman H. A. Murphy, Secre-) 
tary-Treasurer Chas. H. Holmes, and! 
Trustees C. A. Faweett, A. R. Can- 
ning and W. A. Isaac, ds no doubt 
due much credit for the inception and 
completion of all the arrangements 
leading up to the successful organiza-| 
tion of the Consolidated school. In! 
conversation with the Bulletin Chair- | 
man Murphy was most enthusiastic in 
favor of the Consolidated school, 
which had been found to work out se 
successfully at Consort. 

Consort village school, and the rural! 
schools of North Consort, andervilie | 
and Ellerton were consolidated in the 
new and larger consolidated district. 
The staff of the new school consists 
of a principal, Wellesley Fraser, and 
two assistants, Miss Burgoyne, _ in 
charge of the intermediate, and Miss 
Riddell, in charge of the primary de- 
artment. Another assistant will pro-| 
Pably be added in the fall, It is a four- 
roomed solid brick school, with full! 
cement basement, | 

Furthest Child 5 1-2 Miles, 

The Consolidated school is so well 
attended that though the furthest 
child has to come a distance of 6 1-2 
miles, yet the attendance shows an 
enroliment of 90 pupils and an aver- 
age of 90 per cent. of the enrollment 
in daily attendance. 

Four vans are used, three horse- 
drawn and one auto, and the service 
of the vans and the van drivers was 
reported as quite satisfectory indeed. 
The van drivers are the older pupils 
ef the school and also sons of the 
men who have the contract to operate 
the vans. One month’s pay of the van 
drivers is always held back as a guar- 
antee for service. 

The vans have been in operation 
since Dec, 1st and have not missed 
one trip. With the exception of the 
first day or two the vans have always 
run on schedule tise. There had) 
been some pretty bad weather, but 
with some few exceptions the vans 
had made their trips all right. No 
children had to wait on the corners, 
for where the folks lived back from 
the road it was arranged that the 
gate was left open and the van drove 
up to the door of the farm house. 

One ordinary auto is used to haul 
six children on one route and three 
teams haul the covered carriage vans, 
carrying 16 pupils each, on the other 
routes, Some children from beyond 
the limits of the consolidated district 
provide their own conveyance.
